A federal 
jury, deliberating 10 hours, found 
him guilty on two of four counts, 
but acquitted him of tax evasion 
charges for 193? and of conspir- 
acy to defraud the government. 
Schenck, board chairman of the 
20th Century-Fox Film Corp., had 
been accused of evading $412,000 
In taxes during 1935-36-37, while 
his defense was he had overpaid 
by $165,000. 


His co-defendant, Joseph Mos- 
kowitz, Schenck's eastern repre- 
sentative, 
was

year and a day and fined $10,00:1. 
He had been .convicted on one of 
the four counts.

a moot question. 


Officials here gave no encourage- 


ment to the reports of the widen- 
ed defense patrol, but the <lnform- 
ed quarters where they originated 
cited the statement of New York's 
mayor, Florello H. LaGuardla,. that 
provisions has been made for off- 
shore defense beginning at a line 
1,000 miles out to sea. 


LaGuardia, speaking as chair- 


man of the joint U. S.-Canadian 
defense board, made his assertion 
during an address at Ottawa yes- 
terday. The circumstances led to 
the belief here that he spoke with 
White House approval. 


"Off-shore defense, as we un- 


derstand It, is to defend our shores 
at three hours' distance from the 
farthest point of either the Canadi- 
an or the United States coast," La 
Guardia said. 


"And when I say three hours I 
mean three hours by airplane do- 
ing 333 miles an hour. That Is our 
St. George's Day message to the 
people of England."

OF DEFENSE PLANTS 
CONSTRUCTION NEAR 


PLAN EXPECTED TO REACH 
CONTRACT STAGE WITHIN 


NEXT TWO WEEKS 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—(/P)— 


A vast new/ program of defense 
plant construction and expansion 
to cost approximately $1,500,000,- 
000 has been drafted by the war 
department, it was learned today, 
and is expected to reach the stage 
of contract negotiations 
in 
two 


weeks. 


Almost doubling the $1,750,000,000 


of defense plant construction al- 
ready under contract, the new pro- 
gram is designed to: 


1. Increase 
defense production 


capacity to the point where it wll 
supply full combat equipment for 
an army of 2,000,000 men, plus so- 
called "critical" or basic Items for 
a force twice that size. 


Previous plans were based on 


furnishing full equipment for 1,- 
400,000 men, plus 
for 2,000,000.

2. Substantially boost the capac- 


ity for turning out munitions need- 
ed by the British, particularly long- 
rance bombers. Experts say Brit- 
ain muat have such planes In 
great numbers if she Is eventually 
to start widespread ofefnslve war- 
fare against Germany. 
The new program was under- 
stood to be awaiting approval by 
the office of production manage- 
ment, and, after that, by the Pres- 
ident.

Rather startling to many persons 
Is the statement that the early 
Christian Church once tried the 
experiment of Communism. 
This word,, communism, which 
hulks so large In the world's con- 
temporary thought, Is nothing new, 
Webster's dictionary defines com- 
munism as "A system of social or- 
ganization In which goods are held 
In common." 


Dr. Luke's description, which la 
our Lesson, records that "The mul- 
titude of them that believed were 
of one heart and soul; and not one 
of them said that aught of the 
things'he possessed was his own; 
but they had all things 
In com- 
mon." 


Then Luke proceeds to narrate 


the 
workings 
of the 
scheme 
amongst 
the 
newly Spirit-filled 


company of the disciples of Jesus 
—Including Its failures; as In the 
case of Ananals and Sapphlra; and 
the rift between Hebrew and Gre- 
cian Christians. 


Ere long, the New Testament re- 
cords the fact that the Church in 
Jerusalem was 
so 
Impoverished 
that Paul's 
converts 
in Europe 


were taking up collections for the 
poor of the mother Church. 


Why Communism Failed. 


Communism 
failed amongst the 


first Christians, as it has failed 
always wherever it has been tried 
since. Those Jerusalem 
believers 
had one big advantage over all sub- 
sequent similar experimenters, in 
that "they were of one heart and 
soul." Still the system failed. 
In modern communism the record 
is 
consistently 
one 
of schisms 
and disagreements; Karl Marx him- 
self, wearied by the 
contentious 
groups and divisions among his fol- 
lowers, is reported to have said, 
"I am glad I am not a Marxist " 
The recent splits and upheavels in 
Russia, with ensuing "purges"; the 
successive rifts In the American 
wing of political Communism; and 
the factions and 
rebellions that 
have arisen In every one 
of the 


countless social 
experiments 
in 
communism, all point to the im- 
practicability of the system. A not- 
ed group in Jerusalem tried the 
plan a generation ago, on a Chris- 
tian basis; after successive defec- 
tions It Is now frankly a private 
business enterprise, with two lead- 
ers owning the profits. 


When we seek for the reason for 
this continuous record of failure of 
communism—nowhere more 
com- 
plete and ghastly than In modern 
Russia—we find it in the Divine 
plan for the apotheosis of person- 
ality. Society is not saved by a 
system, but 
by transformed indi- 
vidual men and women, living up 
to their best possibilities. God has 
made man In His own Image, with 
the divine quality of personal choice 
and decision. He does not level men 
down to a common denominator, 
but lifts them up to ability to ex- 
press their highest and holiest In- 
dividual capacities. 
God's father- 


hood calls 
man to sonship 
and 


brotherhood, which is a surer meth- 
od of social amelioration than any 
political system ever devised. 


Blundering Definitions. 
Doubtless I shall be criticized for 
saying so; but I believe that many 
moderns who call themselves Com- 
munists are In reality only socially- 
sensitive persons who have revolt- 
ed from the admitted evils of our 
present society, and are seeking 
some fairer, finer and more broth- 
erly way of life. If their knowledge 
were greater, and their judgment 
were sounder, they would utterly 
reject the hate-filled, 
class-con- 
scious and destructive thing now 
miscalled Communism; and would 
seek their Ideal In Christian broth- 
erhood, which Is the only practical 
hope of a remade world. 


If ever we are to realize the Ideal 
which the word communism really 


, connotes It will be by a practice of 


Christian brotherhood, born of a 


i sense of God's fatherhood. We can- 
not have democracy without the- 
ocracy. Religion is tho soil 
and 


source of that selfless living which 
puts first the welfare of the whole. 


There Is profound significance, 


which cannot be overstressed 
In 
the fact that Russia and Germany 
tried to drive Jesus out of their 
borders, ere they could hope to Im- 
pose the dictatorial 
tyranny 
of 


classlsm. And as Japan has moved 
Into their fellowship she has Inten- 
sfled her pagan faith of Shlntoism, 
and has subjected the missionaries 
and the Christians to repressive 
measures. While the origin of the 
unworkable ideal called commun- 
ism Is Christian, the Incompotabll- 
ity of modery political Communism 
with the teachings of Jesus Is clear 
even to the Kremlin. 
Better Than Communism. 


We are not told when the primi- 
tive Church broke formally with 
communistic 
experiment. 
Soon 
however, we find 
the Christians 


dwelling as Individuals, In their 
own houses, some rich and some 
poor; but all helpful to one an- 
other. "Tarbell's Guide" quotes an 
early author, Arlstldes, as writing 
to the 
Roman Empire 
Hadrian 
about the Christians; "They rescue 
the orphan from him who does him 
violence, and he who has gives to 
him- who has not, without grudg- 
ing. And If there is a man among 
them who Is poor or needy, and 
they have not an abundance of 
necessaries, they fast two or three 
days that they may 
supply 
the 


needy with their necessary food. 


Before ever wo spoiled 
Social 
Service with capital letters, or It 
has become a profession, the Chris- 
tian Church was busy with prac- 
tical ministry to the needy of all 
classifications. We may not forget 
that orphanages, hospitals, asylums 
and kindred Institutions which wo 
now take for 
granted, 
were of 


Christian origin. And 
from 
the 


first, 
as our Lesson text makes 


clear, the Church was organized 
for help to the poor. 


What the early Church had that 
modern social schemes lack, was a 
common purpose and ideal. 
They 
"that believed wore of one heart 
and soul." Their llke-mlndodness

ers, white collar workers 
and laborers—are reported 
as 
favoring 
government 


price-fixing during the pres- 
ent war period. 


Farmers and workmen al- 


so favor wage-fixing during 
this period, with the busi- 
ness and white collar peo- 
ple not far behind. 


Perhaps it is a natural 


trend, but it alarms many 
people. 


It might be an easy tran- 


sition from fixing or "freez- 
ing" prices and wages in 
war 
time, to controlling 


them likewise in any other 
period of economic disturb- 
ance. And from that, the 
practice might be come cus- 
tomary in normal times.

America

ly to keep the sea lanes 
open and to insure a vic- 
tory that would keep them 
open. And so, presumably, 
it will be in any war in- 
volving sea power. For the 
Atlantic Ocean is the great- 
est of world highways, and 
whoever commands it has! 
the world's g r e a t war 
prize. 


Britain, primarily a sea 


power and trading nation^ 
needs the freedom of this! 
ocean to make a living and 
hold her empire together.) 
And America needs it like-j 
wise, lest by control of a j 
hostile 
power 
her 
world I 


freedom and trade be lost. 


It was really 
for 
this, 


Walter Lippman insists, that 
the United States 
entered 


the last war. In a notable 
article in Life Magazine, he 
maintains 
that, 
whether 


our people were conscious 
of it or not, 'the freedom 
of the Atlantic has always 
been 
a 
cardinal necessity 


and policy of this country. 


We plunged into the last 


war, 
he says, not to "save 


the world for democracy," 
as most of us professed. We 
did it because we realized 
—our public vaguely and 
our statesmen 
and 
naval 


experts more clearly—that 
our own freedom for the fu- 
ture as a world depended 
on 
keeping the Atlantic 


free from domination by a 
power that would bottle 
us up and prevent our free 
use of the sea. 


This need was seen, and 


acted on by wise American 
statesmen, as far back as 
Thomas Jefferson. 


WHY WE'RE CONCERNED 


Hitler, with all his vic- 


tories, cannot win merely on 
land. He cannot win while 
Britain, 
the greatest 
sea 


power in history, has com- 
mand of the ocean. Even 
while Britain has been los- 
ing a g a l l a n t fight in 
Greece, she still controls the 
Mediterranean, Beyond that 
internal sea, she is still mis- 
tress of the-sea in general, 
with American consent and 
co-operation. 


We are the two greatest 


sea powers, almost equal in 
tonnage and now virtually 
allies. And command of the 
oceans by one or both of us 
prevents world conquest— 
which is the Nazi aim—by 
any nation or league. 


Byt Britain's command of 


the sea is now threatened 
more seriously than it has 
"been for 300 years. 
This 


threat conies from the sink- 
ing of her merchant ships, 
which are her life-lines for 
food 
and 
war materials, 


because she has spread her 
war fleet so thinly. If the 
supply lines cannot be kept 
open, Britain will lose, That 
would 
leave 
the 
United 


States alone to defend her- 
self and 
this hemisphere, 


and to fight for her use of 
(lie world's common high- 
ways. 


And yet some dull-mind- 


ed 
or 
mentally-poisoned 


Americans are still asking 
why we are "sticking out 
our necks" and

for Britain."

COLLEGE STATION, April 24. 


—(Special).—Data gathered by E. 
R. Eudnly and C. G. Gibson, ex- 
tension dairymen for A. and M. 
College, shows that the number of 
milk cows in Texas increased about 
100,000 in 1040. 


The specialist attributes this to 


better prices tor butterfat, dairy 
cows and dairy heifers. Since 1037, 
about one-half of the cows kept 
for milk have been bred to beef 
bulls as a means of offsetting the 
price spread between 
beef . and 
dairy products. However, he de- 
ducts from the number of dairy 
bulls bought in 1940 that 
cross 


breeding will be substantially re- 
duced in 1941. 


According to records, the aver- 
age production for each 
cow In 
Texas in 1935 was 136 pounds, but 
in 1939 the average had Increased 
to 144 pounds. 
Eudaly says that 
the 
best 
information available 


places the 
1940 average 
to 146 


pounds, and expresses the opinion 
that the increase was due to bet- 
ter feeding and management. In 
J935 about 100,000 Texas farms had 
no milk cows, but in 1939, the sit- 
uation had improved about 25 per 
cent. 


The phenomenal 
expansion 
of 


trench silos in the past five years 
has largely solved the dairymen's 
problem of a sustained supply of 
good cheap feed. At the end of 
1936, there were 5,841 feed contain- 
ers of this type in the state, but 


BRINGING Up FATHER 


In the succeeding four y«*rs the 
expansion was so rapid that at the 
end of 1940 they numbered 37,811. 
In addition there were 2,190 silos 
of other types, such as upright, pit, 
stack and picket fence. 


About 2,600 of the trench silos 
are filled with threshed grain sor- 
ghums, 
grain 
sorghum 
heads, 
threshed barley and ear corn. The 
average capacity of the silos is 
110 tons and the average cost of 
the silage, including cost of grow- 
ing and storage, was 52.15 a ton. 
The amount of feed In silos at the 
end of 1940 was 4,640,000 tons, which 
at current prices was worth $23,- 
200,000. This aggregate storehouse 
contained enough feed to maintain 
the 1,400,000 dairy cows In Texas 
153 days. 


Last year 2,338 4-H Club boys en- 
rolled in dairy calf club work own- 
ed 2,293 animals.
